THE CHURCH OF THE RESURRECTION, Philadelphia, Pennsylvania 


Located at the corner of Broad and Tioga Streets in 
the Upper North Philadelphia Area, the facilities 
occupied by this congregation form three sides of a quad- 
rangle facing on Broad Street. The church is a large 
Indiana limestone structure seating 575 persons and re- 
ported to be in good condition. The parish house is attached 
to the rear of the church and faces Tioga Street. This 
building is in two sections. The older portion has three 
floors containing various rooms and the new portion has a 
large auditirium with stage and balcony on the first floor 
and a gymnasium in the basement. The rectory is attached 
to the parish house and forms the third side of the quad- 
rangle, being separated from the church by a parking area 
and lawn. The rectory is a three-story stone residence 
containing 14 rooms. Information regarding the insurance 
coverage was not clear, but it appears that these buildings 
are insured for only 70% of reported replacement value. 


A lengthy and detailed history of the congregation will 
be found on Page K-4 of the Church Self-Study Form. 


THE CHURCH NEIGHBORHOOD 


The area immediately surrounding the Church of the 
Resurrection contains commercial enterprises, various types 
of residences. and Temple University Medical Center. The 
population is becoming increasingly non-white and there are 
some Spanish-speaking residents moving into the area. 

The Medical Center is also purchasing some of the private 
dwellings in its immediate vicinity. 
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The Church of the Resurrection is located in Census 
Tract 37-A. The Division of Research has arbitrarily 
assigned this census tract and five adjacent tracts to 
constitute a "Parish Study Area." In 1960 the population 
of this area was 46,199 persons. Children under 15 years 
of age comprised 20% or more of the population in this 
area except in Census Tract 37-A. Adults 65 years of age 
and over were numerous in all parts of the area except in 
Census Tract 38-H where the number was less than 10%. 
Almost 18% resided around the church facilities. The 
greatest growth in the number of non-white persons was to 
be found west of the church location in Census Tract 38-H. 
This area also reported a population loss of -5.6% in the 
1950 decade. In 1960 almost 73% of the population of this 
one census tract was non-white. The following chart gives 
some details of these categories:

At the time of the Diocesan Study there were 540 
identifiable Episcopalians residing in the six census 
tracts of the Parish Study Area. This number was 1.2% 
of the 1960 population. Comparable figures are 3.2% 
for the entire Diocese of Pennsylvania and 1.8% for the 
Episcopal Church nationally. 


Of these 540 Episcopalians, 71, or 13.1%, look to 
the Church of the Resurrection for spiritual guidance. 
These 71 persons represent 37.376 of the mapped member- 
ship of the congregation. Since more than 60% of the 
congregation's mapped membership resided outside of the 
Parish Study Area this congregation can not be called a 
neighborhood church.

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THE CHURCI PROGRAM 


Since much of the program of this parish has been 
commented on in some detail at the end of this Study, 
the following will be brief. 


A total of 64% of the reported baptized membership of 
this congregation is present for all services on an aver- 
age Sunday. This figure is above the 50% found in most 
Episcopal congregations across the nation. Parish leaders 
may wish to analyze whether the attendance on Sunday morn- 
ing contains basically members of the parish or whether 
there is a significant number of visitors present. 


The rector reports making from 40 to 95 calls a week 
for all purposes. This includes hospital and institutional 
visits. In addition,he spends from 12 to 15 hours per 
week in pastoral counseling. Lay calling is reported being 
done by the vestry and two parish visitors. This is 
especially directed to the sick and shut-ins. 


The congregation is not community-minded and except for 
a Cooperative Mid-week Lenten service there is no apparent 
contact between this congregation and its community.

There were 191 persons located on the membership maps 
submitted by this congregation. They were located in five 
census tracts of Montgomery County and 50 census tracts 
in the City of Philadelphia. No one tract had over 10% of 
the mapped membership residing in it. The largest reported 
number was the 19 members, comprising 10.0%, in Census 
Tract 38-H.

PARISH PHILADELPHIA. 
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REPORTED MEMBERSHIP AND FINANCIAL DATA FROM JOURNALS 


This portion of the Study is taken from the pages of 
the Journals of the Diocese of Pennsylvania. Figures 
were gathered for every fifth year from 1940 through 
1960 and for the next three years thereafter. Details 
of these Vital Statistics will be found on the special 
chart that follows this discussion. It will be noted 
there that no baptized members were reported for the 
year 1940 and no church school enrollment figures were 
given for the year 1960. 


From 1945 to 1963, the baptized membership of this 
congregation showed an overall reduction of 484 members. 
The decline was constant except for a slight rise in 
1960 and 1961 and then an even smaller rise between 1962 
and 1963. The greatest reported reduction was in the 
1955 to 1960 years. 


The number of communicants in the parish declined from 
1940 to 1960. From 1950 to 1960 this decline was -69.9%. 
Since that time there has been a slight increase in the 
number of communicants reported. Parish leaders may wish to 
add more recent statistics to these two categories to see 
whether or not the trend of growth has continued. 


The church school figures reported in the Journal show 
a slight declining pattern from 1940 to 1955, reaching an 
all time high in 1961. The following year this number had 
dropped 110 to a figure of 90 which further declined in 
1963. 
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From 1961 through 1963 there were 21 persons baptized 
and 40 persons presented for confirmation in this parish. 
These figures represent 2.9% and 5.6% respectively of the 
communicant strength.  Comparable ratios are 3.9% and 
4.1% for all Episcopal congregations in the diocese and 
5.5% and 5.8% respectively for the Episcopal Church 
nationally. 


From 1961 through 1963, the total reported expenditures 
of this parish amounted to $82,821.00. Of this amount, 
$9,022.00, or 10.9%, was Spent for work outside of the local 
congregation. 


Expenditures per communicant during this three-year 
period amounted to $115.35 for the parish and $73.71 for 
the diocese. 


Extra-parochial expenditures per communicant during 
this time were $12.57 in the congregation and $10.45 in the 
diocese.

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DATA ON THE CONGREGATION 


There were 242 persons reported on in the Episcopal 
Census submitted by this congregation. Of this number 
91, or 37.6%, were male, and 151, or 62.4%, were female. 
Children under 15 years of age comprised only 9.4% of the 
respondents while adults 20 years of age and older made up 
85.2%. Those adults 65 years of age and over were 39.2% 
of the total number of respondents. 


Adults 70 years of age and over constituted the largest 
group of the parish when considered in ten-year segments. 
This was followed by adults in their 60's and then by two 
equal groups of adults in their 50's and adults in their 
40's. The following chart will give the details.

There were 234 occupations reported on and of this 
number 92 persons, or 39.3%, were gainfully employed. 
Clerical workers were the most numerous. Among the non- 
gainfully employed, housewives, followed by students, and 
then retired persons were the most numerous. 


Only one person out of 250 respondents replied that 
he or she had not been baptized. This number also in- 
cluded 63 persons who had not been confirmed. 


Of 168 respondents who gave their length of membership 
in this congregation 43.1% said they had been at the Church 
of the Resurrection for 25 years or more. 


The educational level of adults 25 years of age and over 
in the congregation was requested and there were 190 responses. 
Some 15% reported that they were college graduates and an 
additional 15% said they had attended college, while 40% 
were high school graduates. 


Non-members of the Episcopal Church residing in the 
homes of parish families were asked to list their present 
affiliation and there were 29 responses. Almost half of the 
number was made up of Roman Catholics followed by Lutherans 
and Methodists. 
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Place of birth was given by 247 individuals and just 
under 25% of this number reported that they were born 
outside of the State of Pennsylvania, including 22 indi- 
viduals who were born outside of the United States. 


The nationality background of 191 adults was given and 
65% of this group were Anglo-Saxon, and 30% were Northern 
European. No Negro or Spainish-Americans were reported 
on. 


Present members of the Episcopal Church who had a 
former religious affiliation were asked to give it. There 
were 28 responses. Methodists and Lutherans were the most 
numerous. 


The distance families or individuals lived from the 
church was given by 142 respondents, and almost 44% lived 
less than one mile away while 31% lived four miles or more 
from the church buildings. Travel time needed to reach the 
church was given by 139 families or individuals and almost 
40% replied they needed 30 minutes or more to reach the 
church. 


Of 123 respondents, some 36% reported that they did 
not own the residence in which they were living. There 
were 135 types of dwellings reported on and approximately 
55% of these were single-family dwellings and almost 30% 
were apartments. The age of 102 of these residences was 
given and 54.9% were built before 1900 and 10.8% were 
erected since 1950. 
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DISCUSSION AND RECOMMENDATIONS 


THE CHURCH OF THE RESURRECTION (Broad and Tioga Streets) 
Philadelphia, Pennsylvania 


Information submitted by the parish indicates 
that 4076 of the congregation is 65 years of age and 
older and only 37% of the mapped membership lives 
within the parish area. Except for the number of 
communicants, which remains static, all areas of 
parochial statistics show a declining member- 
ship and financial pattern. The Episcopal Church, 
totally, is only reaching 1.2% of the population 
in the area surrounding the Church of the Resurrection, 
and this one congregation is only reaching 13% of 
that small figure. The parish is not able to meet its 
full Missionary Quota. Only 25% of the adult women 
of the congregation are involved in organizational 
activities. Only 9.4% of the congregation is under 
15 years of age. 


Yet, the reports submitted by three organizations 
reported "no problems". The impression of this con- 
gregation that might be gained is that of a good, solid, 
Caucasian parish which is now in the midst of a changing 
community and is sitting still and living in the past. 

If the congregation of the Church of the Resurrection 
hopes to continue its existence in the foreseeable future, 
then it is time to face reality. There are 41 members 

of the congregation who are 75 years of age and over. 
There are 24 members of the congregation that are be- 
tween 70 and 75 years of age. There are 46 members 

of the congregation who are between the ages of 60 and 

70. These 111 persons cannot continue to provide leader- 
ship and financial assistance forever. Unless the 


parish is able to reach new Sources of members, 
it will continue to decline into nothing. 


The greatest opportunity and the greatest 
problem that face the congregation are to be 
found in the immediate area around the parish church. 


It is recommended that the rector and vestry 
appoint a special Parish Study Committee to objectively 
evaluate the present position and program of the 
parish and to lay out some long-range goals and 
programs. As a first step in that direction it 
would be well to restate the basic purpose and 
reason for existence of the church. Indications 
in the Church Self-Study Fori are that the parish 
is primarily concerned with itself. If the real 
task of the Church is to continue to reach men 
and women for Jesus Christ, then consideration might 
be given to revamping some of the present parish 
programs. If the time and energy of the members of 
the parish are limited, then programs should be 
structured so that strength is used for primary 
tasks. Activities and events merely for the sake of 
fellowship and sociability among those already in 
the church could be replaced with community outreach 
and involvement. As concerned Christian men and women, 
members of the parish will want to leave behind a 
legacy of people and not just a beautiful but empty 
church building. It is recommended that communication 
be deepened between the parish and diocesan authorities 
in the development of a community program.. The work 
that is being done in contacting personnel at the Temple 
University Medical Center is commended, and such a 
program should not only involve the rector but also 
members of the congregation. The development of a 
program of lay calling and evangelistic contact in 
the community around about should be prepared. In 
1960 there was a total of 46,199 persons living in 
the six census tracts surrounding the Church of 
Resurrection, providing ample opportunity. 
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The Church Self-Study Form states that 
adults in the congregation are not basically in- 
terested in study programs. As a sense of purpose 
and direction in reaching outside of the congrega- 
tion comes more strongly into focus, perhaps study 
programs geared to relevant issues might be conceived 
in order to provide participating members with 
greater understanding of their ministry. 


The financial figures submitted in the reports 
show that just over $20,000.00 was received in the 
last reported year, but that $2,500.00 more than 
this was expended. The question as to the source 
of the additional funds is raised. Using the figures 
submitted, it is seen that the average pledge per 
communicant amounts to $50.60. Some 10% of the 
total reported expenditures over the past three 
years has gone for work outside of the local congrega- 
tion. Strengthening of the stewardship education 
program is indicated as being necessary.  Proportionate giving, 
looking to tithing, should become the parish goal and norm. 


It cannot be stressed too strongly that this 
parish should cooperate with other Episcopal con- 
gregations in doing the total work of the Church. 
Activities among Episcopal congregations are not in 
the nature of a popularity contest, but are for the 
primary purpose of reaching as many people as possible 
and of bringing them into a saving relationship with 
our Lord. Information from the membership maps 
submitted by all Episcopal congregations in thé 
City of Philadelphia show that 540 Episcopal Church 
oriented people live in the immediate area surrounding 
the Church of the Resurrection, although only 71 
attend this parish. There is greater strength in 
the area than perhaps might be realized. By co- 
operation between parishes much could be accomplished. 


There has been good, devoted service provided by 
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members of this congregation in years past. But 
that is past, and now, at this time in history, the 
area around the Church of the Resurrection, and in 
fact, the entire City of Philadelphia, is undergoing 
tremendous social and economic changes. In order to 
survive there must be new methods of ministry, fresh 
approaches in communication, the setting aside 

of pre-conceived thought-patterns, and different 
methods of operations must be willingly engaged in so 
the Christian opportunities that lie on every side 
may be met. 


The decisions and actions of the present leaders 
of this parish will determine what the Church of the 
Resurrection will be a decade from now -- either a 
growing congregation involved in its community or else 
a closed building, symbolic of a parish that could not 
change. The future can be a growing one if the people 
have a mind to work.
